Continuation of 3. NOTE: The change to claim 30 adds the limitation "tension step-down." Such a limitation implies a further structural 
limitation that was not originally considered and requires further consideration and/or search. 


Continuation of 13. Other: Freymann teaches assisting the physical force exerted by the arms and the body while pushing rearwardly 
upon the straps as an aid in effective delivery (col. 1 Ins. 8-11). This language encompasses a method for lessening the duration of the 
active labor and pushing stages of childbirth, for the effective aid of the delivery of a child will inherently decrease this time duration. 
Thus the arguments against the utilization of the Freymann reference is not persuasive for the reference teaches such a method. 
Furthermore, the utilization of the Balne, Goodwin and Davidson references to merely modify the structure of Freymann's device is 
appropriate for Freymann's method is still sound. 

Regarding the system claims, system claims are conventionally handled as apparatus claims. Therefore, it is appropriate to apply the 
teaching of the Ex parte Masham case law. The apparatus of Balne is inherently capable of being utilized in the claimed manner. The 
modification by Goodwin and Davidson are appropriate as well, for they merely modify the structure of the rope utilized in the current 
invention and are thus of analogous arts. 
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
